' . Modern "Dow Ponds." 


• The ancient "dew • ponds" of Eng 
land have their modern counterparts 
on the rock of .(Jibrallnr, where drink- 
ing water Is obtained by 'thfi. conden- 
sation of the abundant dew In espe- 
cially prepared basin's. The primitive, 
process consists in making a hollow in 
the ground and filling the bottom with 
dry straw, over which Is placed a lay- 
er 'of clay. On a clear night the clay 
cools very rapidly, and the dew Is con- 
densed Into water In the basin. The 
pond Is Improved by putting a layer of 
asphalt or portlnnd cement "under tha 
straw. At Gibraltar tbe present prac- 
tice is to use wood instead of straw 
and sheet Iron Instead of clay.

The principal native foods of Samoa 


ire bananas, breadfruit taro, fish and 
pork. Banana's prepared "Fa Samoa" 
would not appeal very strongly to an 
epicurean taste, for they are gathered 
nnrlpe and baked under heated stones, 
us all Samoan cooking Is accomplished. 
A bsked green banana favors some- 
what a roasted chestnut, but not 
enough to cause any mistake between 
tie two. 


The breadfruit. In my estimation, 


appeals more strongly to a white 
man's taste than any other Samoan 
food. The large, mealy balls are bak- 
ed, broken open and eaten, usually 
with one or other of the two Samoan
